Applicants' remarks and amendments, filed on December 17, 2008, have been 
carefully considered. Non-elected claims 27-33 and 40-42 have been canceled; new 
claims 43-53 have been added. 

Claims 34-39 and 43-53 are now pending in this application. 

Support for the amendment to claim 1 can be found in claim 36 as originally 
filed, and in the Specification at page 3, lines 25-27, 

Support for new claims 43-53 can be found in the claims as originally filed, and 
in the Specification at page 7, lines 8-21. 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Applicants' Priority Document was filed on April 18, 2005. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

The 103(a) rejection of claims 34, 35, and 37-39 as being unpatentable over 
European Patent No. 1 101 530 (Applicants' submitted art) stated in the previous Office 
Action has been withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendments. 

The European Patent, while teaching a catalyst comprising nickel, silica, alumina, 
and magnesium, does not teach or suggest the weight percentages of these components 
corresponding to the claimed atomic ratios, particularly the claimed atomic ratio of

nickel to silicon. The percentage ranges for nickel and silica disclosed in this reference 
correspond to atomic ratios that are not greater than 6.5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 34-39 and 43-53 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a catalyst comprising nickel, 
silica, alumina, and magnesium, wherein the nickel to silicon atomic ratio ranges from 
6.5 to 30, the nickel to aluminum atomic ratio ranges from 9 to 40, and the nickel to 
magnesium atomic ratio ranges from 5 to 75. 

The prior art, while teaching catalysts comprising these components, does not 
teach or suggest the claimed atomic ratios in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
